In response to the denial of the request for issuance of a Certificate of Correction, Applicant 
petitions the Commissioner to waive the rules and issue a Certificate of Correction for the above- 
noted patent in view of the following extraordinary situation: 

On 04/1 1/2006, Applicant submitted the attached Issue Fee Transmittal via facsimile. However, 
what was faxed to the U.S. Patent Office was not a paper copy, but rather a scanned electronic 
copy in PDF format. The scanned Issue Fee Transmittal form was edited using Adobe Acrobat 
7.0 Standard to provide the required information on the form. That is, the names of the patent 
attorneys, the name of the Assignee, and the residence of the assignee, along with signatory and 
transmittal information were input on the issue fee transmittal PDF using editing/commenting 
tools within Acrobat. 

Subsequent to submitting the Issue Fee Transmittal via facsimile, it was discovered that although 
the aforementioned edits were present in the original PDF document when viewed on a computer 
monitor, they were NOT transmitted via facsimile when the document was printed to a fax driver. 
Acrobat allows a document to be printed with or without markups, via operator selection, and it is 
unknown at this time whether the proper print configuration was inadvertently selected by the 
undersigned at the time of transmission or whether a bug exists in the Acrobat program that 
caused the default "Documents and Markups" selection to be ignored. Thus, when the Issue Fee 
Transmittal was printed to the fax driver, the added notations were not transmitted. Since the US 
Patent Office replied that the fax had been received, we were not made aware of this error until 
the patent itself issued, and a routine review found that Attorney and Assignee information fields 
were blank. We have contacted Adobe to better understand this software "issue" and have 
furthermore implemented procedural changes to provide verification of images which have been 
faxed to the PTO via the method described above. 

In the interests of justice, Applicant earnestly requests that the Commissioner waive the rules and 
issue a Certificate of Correction to correctly identify the attorneys/agents, assignee, and location 
of the assignee per the attached request for Certificate of Correction. Applicant notes that should
